serious. Many ot these 


injured lire sutleciii^ from wounds that 
may cripple them for life, mid sumo call 
not survive thoir hurts. A moderate esti- 
mate shows that -ISO buildings, larffe and 
email, were leveled 
to the ground or 


twisted and wrcucliod so that they will 
have to bo rebuilt before tenants dare oc- 
cupy them. The loss iluaueliilly lias been 
placed 
at a little over $500,000, but 


an 
estimate, based on 
a. careful sur- 


vey,

$1,000,000 will Imrdly cover tho 
lost". 


Th'oso who suffer most, though their losses 
uro not the largest tiiianeially, are the rail- 
road employes and other mechanics uutl 
working people who owned their homes. 
These were mostly one-story frame bouses, 
though some were pretentious, and are now 
bwept completely out of existence. 


It has ucen discovered that tho cyclone 


formed ana und oue-h;Jf miles southwest of 
Monut Vernon nnd traveled In 
u north- 


easterly direction. .It was liret seen upon 
the crust oi the hill, where it appeared 
us a black and 
funnel-shaped, mass of 


•whirling, twlstiu/j clouds. 
The roar was 


loud and ominous, and tho natives say 
thut it closely resembled the rumble ot u 
heavily loaded train. A minute later the 
farm house o£ J.oUvBeaU was picked up. 
Whirled around two or three time*, and In 
les; than a moment scattered in a thousand 
Uiirerout 
directions.

The noble trees in 


tlic grove were broken and twisted, and in- 
stead of a nuiitly preserved park it looked 
more like u heavy growth o£ leallesa under- 
brush, with here and there a ragged stump. 
Trees a foot and more in diameter were 
broken as 1C they were reeds and laid tint 
on 
tlio 
ground.

Us cupola torn from the root. If 


there is a vestige ot It left nothing has been 
found. 
From here tile destroyer seemed to 


leap into tho air and descend just in time 
to catcll tho northwest corner of Squire 
1'ost's house, which was tlio only porilon 
damaged. This is considered remarkable, 
us the storm came from the southeast. 


Going diagonally across tiie street from 


Eciuirc Yost's house it struck into tho 
quarter of the city where tho peojilo of 
moderate moafls bad their homes. Three of 
those, skirting 
tho 
city, 
were blown 


entirely away, and the adjoining block 
•wns completely 
destroyed, except 
ono 


house, which was altogether uninjured, 
lilglit houses were blown into splinters, 
but this one, which was in the center of 
the block, was left whole nnd unharmed. 
Strattan A Ferguson's woolen-mill was to- 
tally wrecked. 


The path ot the tornado wan about :»00 


yards in width, but the outer edges of the 
revolving circle seemed as destructive as 
any other portion, and they seemed to have 
the power of jumping from one point to 
another which the funnel did not have. 


Sweeping onward the Supremo Court- 


house was unroofed, thu Methodist cburch 
ivas demolished, and then u row of six two- 
Btory houses were swept out o£ existence. 
An entire block of small houses followed. 
Tho Mount Vernon Milling Company's Hour 
mill was next attacked and the root and up- 
per story ot brick torn away. Continuing in 
its work of demolition three more blocks 
wero destroyed and over 100 houses were 
completely ruined. The amount of debris 
was frightful. 


From this point the tornado began to 


climb tho hill, and hero it trailed along tho 
ground, caught every house at tho base, 
and lif ceil them high in the air, splintering 
them in a myriad of pieces und scattering 
them over the wholo country. On its wuy 
up the ascent it destroyed the 3!:iptist 
church and parsonage, burying tho preach- 
er, his family und a young lady under the 
ruins. 


When the funnel reached tho suminb of 


the hill it jumped Into the public square 
and seemed to delight in lingering there 
for a t.'mc to work its greatest destruction. 
The tower of the county court-house W.IK 
lifted 
Into 
Uio nlr, whirled about fur 


a moment, and 
then 
thrown co the 


ground 
on

ing, 
though the storm was moving in 


almost tho opposite direction. 
Tho roof 


was whirled from tho building nnd tho 
thick walls began to crumble in. One story 
after another fell, until the building was a 
vast heap of ruins, and on all the blocks 
facing tbo square, except tho north, the 
buildings were totally destroyed. 


^outh of the square was tho linest block 


in the city—tho Crows block—but thcro Is 
nothing lett of Ik It was owned by J. D. 
Murray, and ho was killed when tiie build- 
ing fell and burned <o cinders when tho 
ruins blazed. His charred body was discov- 
ered Monday morning, 


I'asslug ott'from the court-bouse square 


to the northwest the tornado cut away 
cvory thing before it. The school-house, 
au Immense brick structure, is nothing but 
u heap of bricks and mortar. The olectric- 
light building was torn to pieces and every 
pieoo blown away, and maay pieces of 
heavy machinery have been missing since 
the blow. 
The roof 
was taken off the 


Peoples' mill, but it sustained no other 
dtimag''. 


In this section, however, tho heavy loss 


of lifo occurred. 
One hundred and fifty 


dwellings were broken to atoms or thrown 
to the ground in piles, and many occupants 
were caught beneath the falling-timbers 
f.ud crushed to death, whllo many others 
wero injured 
Looking down Dust Main 


street ns far as the eye can seo there 
Is 
nothing 
visible 
except 
the 
ruins 


of homes, though to the right of the street 
the houses which wero in the direct path of 
tlio storm remained comparatively unin- 
jured, and those which should have been 
sheltered by them were wrecked. Stretch- 
ing over the vast area there is nothl-jg to 
be seen but here and thero a floor remain- 
ing, and the rest scattered and splintered 
timbers. 


AU dav long the funeral tramp was beard 


through'the city and every little while a 
body of men passed down the street, car- 
rying the remains uf some victim of tbe 
cyclone to the home of a friend to await 
burial. As yet no arrangements havo been 


made for u general funeral.
